Our Monday Night Speaker 
Senator William F. Knowland 


of the Midwinter Meeting to pre- 

sent those things in dentistry that 
are of a vital and valuable nature to den- 
tists and that they can actually use in 
serving their patients. Similar thinking 
dictates the basis for selecting speakers 
who come to us from outside the dental 
field. We aim to present-men who are a 
vital part of our country’s life, be it po- 
litical, economic, religious or any other. 
Senator Knowland answers these criteria 
most admirably. 

He occupies a unique position in Wash- 
ington. He has been elected by his fellow 
Republican senators as their Leader— 
still he disagrees radically with Eisen- 
hower on some basic policies and the 
President is the head of the Republican 
Party! It amounts to a clear delineation 
between the middle-of-the-road Republi- 
cans and the most conservative elements 
in the party and means that for two years 
now Eisenhower will face a form of loyal 
opposition within his own ranks and a 
battle in the 1956 convention unless the 
breach is closed. 

So far during the Eisenhower admin- 
istration Senator Knowland has gone 
along with the White House but in the 
recent special session he differed openly 
on two important issues, namely, policy 
toward Red China and toward the cen- 


I is always the intent of the planners 


sure of Senator Joe McCarthy. In China 
Knowland stated that he was in favor of 
a blockade to force the release of Amer- 
ican prisoners. The President said he felt 
that this would be an act of war and op- 
posed the suggestion very definitely. In 
the McCarthy affair Knowland headed 
the group that opposed censure although 
he had appointed the Watkins commit- 
tee. 

Both of these differences of opinion 
can be ironed out should Senator Know- 
land wish to adopt a working compromise 
basis with the White House for the bal- 
ance of the first Eisenhower term but if 
he is going to head the conservative Re- 
publicans and the President wishes: to 
direct the Republican Party along more 
moderate, progressive lines he is going 
to have to give a lot of ground which he 
may be loath to do. On the other hand 
although the position of the President is 
capable of considerable annoyance from 
small attacks it is politically unassailable 
so with all Knowland’s popularity in the 
Congress which will continue him as Re- 
publican Leader he may choose to bridge 
the gap and keep it bridged. 

The deciding factor is the 1956 Re- 
publican Convention. Eisenhower will be 
all but unbeatable for the nomination 
and anyone he hand-picked as his succes-
